TALENTED singer Alex Hughes 
has issued an inspirational mes¬ 
sage to the isle’s young people, 
telling them to follow their dreams 
no matter what happens.

The incident could have threatened his 
future, but Alex revealed to Yourthanet that it 
had only made him more determined to succeed 
and achieve his ambition of becoming a star. 

The performing-arts student is still having 
painful dental treatment for his injuries but 
has not let it stop him releasing new single 
Georgia On My Mind, a take on the Ray 
Charles classic. 

He wowed audiences at his comeback gig in 
Birchington with a stunning performance of 
the song despite admitting that he had been 
nervous to return to the stage. 

He is also working on new original material 
with producer Ted Carfrae and his niece 
Stephanie but has had to miss out on a tour of 
Greece and modelling work because of the 
dental treatment he has to have. 

Speaking from the isle home that he shares 
with his mother Sue, he said: “What has hap¬ 
pened has been a horrible experience and it 
dented my confidence for a time, but I am

THE grave of one of the art 
world’s most colourful charac¬ 
ters in the unlikely setting of 
a Birchington graveyard 
looks set to experience an 
upsurge in visitors. 

The interest has been sparked by 
new BBC Two show Desperate 
Romantics, which in part charts the 
life and times of the painter, poet, illus¬ 
trator, translator and ladies’ man 
Dante Gabrielle Rosetti. 

He would take holidays in 
the village to deal with his 
addiction to chlorum and to 
escape the hubbub of 
London life. 

The now-demolished 
Rosetti bungalow was 
named after him and he has 
long been associated with 
the village. 

He was buried in the 
grounds of All Saints 
Church in 1882 as he did not

want to be buried next to his wife and 
true-love Lizzie Saddal, who commit¬ 
ted suicide years earlier by an overdose 
of laudanum, an opium tincture. 

He fell in love with her after she 
modelled for him and they were mar¬ 
ried in 1860, but following the birth of 
a stillborn child she ended up commit¬ 
ting suicide, aged 33, in 1862. 

The dashing and charismatic 
Rosetti is played by Aidan Turner in 
the costume drama, which began in 
late June. 

It shows the libertine and free- 
spirited artist, who was a founding 
member of the influential Pre- 
Raphaelite Brotherhood, struggle 
with his work as the urge to entertain 
the opposite sex proves too tempting. 

The epitaph on his grave in the 
churchyard reads: “Here sleeps 
Gabriel Charles Dante Rossetti, hon¬ 
oured under the name of Dante 
Gabriel Rossetti, among painters as a 
painter, and among poets as a poet, 
bom in London, of parentage mainly 


Italian 12 May 1828, died at 
Birchington 9 April 1882”. 

It is marked by a large memorial 
Celtic cross designed by Ford Maddox 
Brown and which was commissioned 
by his sister and fellow poet Christina 
Rossetti. 

Birchington villager Bernard La 
Roche has been working on a book 
about the village and included 
chapters on Rosetti. 

He said: “People come from all over 
the world to visit the grave and lay 
flowers and I expect more of them will 
be doing so now.” 

A Rosetti fan said: “Rosetti is very 
popular around the world and a lot of 
Japanese people come to see the grave. 

“He had a sensational lifestyle, a bit 
like Byron. I’m sure there will be a lot 
more coming now.”

A COMMUNITY is coming togeth¬ 
er to get behind a campaign to 
improve the quality of life for one 
little boy. 

From the nuns in Minster to the children in 
isle schools, people from all walks of life have 
given money to the Wheels For Ralph campaign, 
but thousands more are still being sought. 

A total of £35,000 is needed to improve the 
quality of life of two-year-old Minster boy 
Ralph, who suffers from rare muscular condi¬ 
tion nemaline myopathy, which makes it diffi¬ 
cult for him to move and live a normal life. 

The money will go towards buying a specially- 
adapted vehicle to give Ralph the chance to get 
out and about with his family, with trips to the 
zoo and the park the aim. 

Life support 

He is currently stuck at home due to the 
nature of his illness, but a vehicle would give 
the family the chance to do some of the things 
that most families enjoy. 

The vehicle has to be compatible with the life- 
support machines that must go with Ralph 
wherever he goes, which has added to the cost. 

Mother Sarah Mattison, 28, said: “He really 
likes to get up and about, but it is difficult to 
go very far. 

“He cannot get up and go anywhere himself, so 
we have to take him. We just want to be able to 
show him things so that he can learn about the 
world around him like any other child. 

“He is not veiy well physically, but his mind is 


fine and he really likes to see and do as much as 
possible, as any young boy does.” 

Pledging their support to the campaign are 
John Worrow, of the Birchington Village 
Partnership, the deputy mayor of Ramsgate 
Ralph Hoult and local businessman Kevin 
Crace, owner of the Westgate Pavilion. 

One idea is to ask 100 organisations to donate 
£350 each. 

Mr Hoult said: “If there are any businesses, 
groups, societies or clubs out there who can spare 
any money, it would be welcome, but if we can 


find 100 to contribute £350, or hold an event to 
raise that amount, we can get to the goal. 

“It is possible and all those who help will be 
invited to come and have a party with us at the 
Westgate Pavilion in December and well have a 
great night.”

No hiding place for 
TV licence-dodgers 

MORE than 250 people in Margate were 
caught watching TV without a licence in 
the first half of 2009. 

Between Januaiy and June, 262 people 
were found to have neglected paying the 
fee in the town. It makes Margate the 
second worst town in Kent in terms of 
fee-dodgers, according to figures released 
by TV Licensing. 

In the UK, 214,000 people were caught 
watching TV without a licence during the 
same period. In Kent, this included more 
than 310 in Gravesend and more than 
250 in Chatham. 

Some 5,000 more licence fee-evaders 
were caught in the first six months of2009, 
compared with the same period last year. 

The average evasion rate is just over 
five per cent, meaning almost 95 per cent 
of properties are licensed. 

Anyone not holding a TV licence risks 
prosecution and a fine of up to £1,000.

MARGATE’S image has taken a fur¬ 
ther knock... in the row over a 
planned amusement arcade in Deal. 

A letter sent to Dover District 
Council said an arcade would make 
the town a less attractive place, 
adding a snide dig at Margate in the 
process. 

The writer said the town would soon 
“look like Margate or Dymchurch” if 
permission for an arcade was granted 
in Deal High Street. 

It has angered people in Margate, 
who are proud of the resort’s heritage. 

One woman, who drew attention to 
the comments, said: “I felt that by 
referring to Margate it was a veiy 
derogatoiy suggestion. 

“Tourism in Margate, which 
includes the arcades, is something to 
be proud of. 

“I am proud to live in Margate and 
while I appreciate that over the years 
it has become more of a diamond in 
the rough, there is the town partner¬ 
ship’s drive to regenerate the town, 
the Turner Centre, the hundreds of 
visitors we get every year and the 


non-pretentious eating and drinking 
establishments where you get real 
value for money. 

“Most importantly, we have a sandy 
beach - something Deal and Dover 
lack. There are worse things than 
being like Margate’. 

Plans for the Deal arcade at the old 
Strand pub were given the go-ahead 
on Thursday last week. 

Robin Smith, chairman of the Deal 
Society preservation group, said the 
letter had not come from him or his 
group. 

He said: “The letter certainly, defi¬ 
nitely didn’t come from us, definitely 
not. We would not object in such a 
way. 

“For some reason the development 
control officer made a bit of a meal of 
this, emphasising it for some reason. 
The letter came from a member of the 
public. 

“The only grounds I would object to 
a planning application are legitimate 
technical ones - I certainly wouldn’t 
go in for that kind of headline-seeking 
stuff.”

Men pulled from

The ground floor was badly damaged 
by fire and the remainder sustained 
smoke damage. The cause of the blaze is 
being investigated.

AN AREA of central Ramsgate 
has been designated a dispersal 
area by police to clamp down on 
drinking, fighting, abusive behav¬ 
iour and vandalism. 

It came into being on Friday, July 24, and 
incorporates a large part of the town centre. 

The zone runs from the High Street ending at 
the junction with George Street; King Street end¬ 
ing at the junction with the Plains of Waterloo; 
and Harbour Street, Charlotte Court and Queen 
Street ending at the junction with York Street. 

It then stretches from Harbour Parade up to 
and including the turning circle and old casino 
and York Street. 

The move is to crack down on antisocial behav¬ 
iour for the benefit of residents and visitors alike. 

It will run for six months in the town’s Central 
Harbour and East Cliff wards and follows on 
the tail of successful dispersal zones elsewhere 
on the isle. 

There are a number of people in Ramsgate 
subject to antisocial behaviour orders (ASBOs)

that police say are being “rigorously policed and 
enforced”. 

Other cases are under way. 

A police spokeswoman said: “Patrols have 
been increased and officers, including Thanet’s 
dedicated neighbourhood task team, are concen¬ 
trating on a group of individuals who are per¬ 
sistently involved in criminal and antisocial 
behaviour. 

“The majority of the issues are not caused by 
young people, however. There have been prob¬ 
lems with people fighting, being abusive and 
intimidating and causing damage, largely 
fuelled by alcohol. 

“Businesses and licensed premises in the area 
have been approached by neighbourhood teams, 
and licensing officers and opening hours, out¬ 
door areas and planned events are being 
reviewed in an effort to reduce the opportunities 
for trouble.” 

PC Sue Luck, Thanet’s antisocial behaviour 
officer, said: “A lot of work is going on between 


the police and the council to deal with these 
issues and progress has been made. There have 
been a number of arrests and remands. 

“Dispersals in Thanet are part of a bigger plan 
to tackle specific problems in a location which 
involves a number of initiatives - from addition¬ 
al youth activities to environmental changes to 
design-out problems. 

‘We urge people to let us know through their 
neighbourhood officers about any issues they 
have with antisocial behaviour and we can then 
look to solve them in the most effective way.” 

A dispersal area was set up in Leopold Street 
in Ramsgate and the College Walk square and 
AMF Bowling car parks in Margate, which 
police feel have been successful. 

PC Luck said: “People who used the College 
Walk car park will know there was graffiti there 
saying Welcome to hell’. 

“Because of the state of it, some would say that 
was a fair description. 

“I’m pleased to say I worked closely with the 
manager of the complex and then Morrisons, 
who took over the site partway through the dis¬ 
persal, and it has been improved beyond belief.”

Staff at the Sure Start centre welcomed along 
children and parents to mark the occasion.

There was also the launch of a children's book 
and toy library, followed by a buffet and magic 
show. 

Services are now running at the centre, which 
is one of several on the isle.

"It's many years since we sat down to the first 
steering committee meeting, but it's wonderful 
to see the children's centre finally open its doors 
to local children and families. 

"I know services have been provided through 
other outlets for some time now, but this newly- 
refurbished facility is simply superb.

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Family pay tribute 
to M2 death crash 
victim, gentle Jim

THE family of a man who died 
after a road collision on the M2 
on Friday last week have paid 
tribute to their “rock”. 

James Molloy, known as Jim, was killed 
while returning home from work that 
evening. 

His family have released a photograph in a 
bid to encourage witnesses to the fatal colli¬ 
sion to come forward. 

Mr Molloy leaves behind wife Maureen, 
daughters Christine, Catherine and Alex and 
two grandsons, Noah and William. 

Trying to describe their loss, the family 
said: “There are not enough words to describe 
how devastated we are at the tragic loss of 
our beloved husband, dad, grandpa, son, 
brother, uncle and father-in-law. 

Memories 

“He was a gentle, loving man, a devoted 
husband and a proud father and grand¬ 
father. Jim was only 58 when he was taken 
from us on his way home from work. 

‘We have many happy memories of our 
time with him but are so deeply saddened 
that there will be no more in the future. 

We are proud of the love he showed to the 
many men and women with learning disabil¬ 
ities to whom he dedicated his life’s work. 

“He was our strength and our rock and we 
can’t imagine life without him. 

“Jim was a man of strong faith and we are 
comforted in the sure and certain knowledge 
that we will see him again in the kingdom of 
Heaven. 

“His family here and in Ireland love and 
miss him desperately.” 

Police are continuing to appeal for witness¬ 
es to come forward. 

The collision, which involved five vehicles, 
happened just after 5pm on the M2 coast- 
bound carriageway between junction 3 (A229 
Bluebell Hill) and junction 4 (A278 
Gillingham) on Friday, July 31.

The M2 was closed for eight hours while 
emergency services dealt with the incident. 

Detective Inspector Alan Thompson from 
Kent Police’s Serious Collision Investigation 
Unit said: 

We urge the public to contact us if they 
witnessed the collision, which involved a 
black Jaguar, a black Vauxhall VXR8, a black 
Ford Focus, a green VW polo and a Renault 
articulated heavy goods vehicle.”

WHO IS HE? Efit of mugger 
who struck in a Ramsgate alley 
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Experts deal with bomb 

A WARTIME mine was exploded on 
Saturday after being dredged up from the 
depths off Margate. 

The Margate lifeboat was called to the 
scene after the crew of a boat dragged up a 
1,0001b Second World War parachute-mine 
in their nets on Friday. 

Small craft were kept away from the scene 
and safety cover was provided while a diving 
team from the Navy Explosive and Ordnance 
Disposal Unit based at Portsmouth fixed 
explosives to the mine. 

An explosion was carried out after the mine 
was lowered back to the seabed, but the experts 
were not convinced it had been destroyed and 
tried again on Saturday morning. 

The second effort led to a bigger explosion 
clearly visible from the shoreline and felt by 
many inland. 

Peter Barker, Margate lifeboat operations 
manager, said: “I suspect there are many 
unexploded devices from World War Two still 
on the seabed. It’s not unusual when fishing 
vessels trawl them up in their nets, and 
aggregate dredgers also come across them.”

Night bus the safe 
option for clubbers 
after hitting town 

ALMOST 150 clubbers on the isle have caught 
the new night bus service, three weeks after it 
started to run.

One Ramsgate user said: “Using the night 
bus is a really easy way to get home after a 
good night out. 

“I’ve used it with my friends a couple of times 
now and it does feel like a safer alternative, 
especially with a police officer on board. I hope 
it carries on after September.” 

Jessica Bailey, community safety coordina¬ 
tor, said: “We’re really pleased that so many 
people have been using the service and that 
it seems to be making people feel safer on 
their journey home. 

‘We really hope that by introducing schemes 
like this, it will help to reduce the potential 
for crime in general as well as protecting the 
security of those on their way home. 

“The message we need to get out to clubbers 
now is that the bus is just a pilot scheme and 
if people want to see this continue then we 
need to know that they are going to continue 
using it.” 

The night bus will operate between 11pm 
and 3am on Friday and Saturday nights until 
early September at least.

QHow did you get into drawing cartoons? 

A Like most cartoonists, it’s something I’ve 
done since I was a child. Cartooning has 
always been there. About 12 years ago I start¬ 
ed sending gag cartoons to magazines on an 
on-spec basis and managed to get published 
fairly regularly. Then I set up a portfolio web¬ 
site and an online blog and began getting 
commissioned work. Five years ago I gave up 
the day job and became a full-time freelancer. 


Q 


Where do you get your inspiration? 


A This is almost the dreaded ‘Where do you 
get your ideas from?’ question. To which I 
usually reply ‘Belgium’. But I’ll try to give a 
sensible answer. The inspiration is all around 
us. It’s in things people say and do, items on 
the TV or papers, new buzz-words and so on. 


Q 


Where are your cartoons featured? 


A They can be seen in magazines here and 
abroad in publications such as Private Eye, 
Reader’s Digest and The Spectator. I’ve 
worked for BBC Magazines, Oxford University 
Press, Channel 4 News and the Green Party, 
among others. The most unusual commission 
I’ve ever had was the request to come up with 
six cartoons on the subject of “anaerobic diges¬ 
tion”. That’s the process of turning waste into 
biofuels. A tricky one, but I managed it. 


Q 


Tell us a little bit about your background 


A I’m from Catterick in North Yorkshire. I’m 
41 and now live in Broadstairs with my 
wife and two young children. We moved to the 
area from London five years ago. I was a jour¬ 
nalist there for 10 years. It was a great job, but 
I was selling cartoons in my spare time and 
knew I really wanted to do that as a career. 
Not the most sensible of moves financially 
because freelancing is always precarious, but 
cartooning scores high in job satisfaction. 

Q What keeps you in Thanet r when London must be a more 
convenient location? 

A Not really, you can work anywhere as a 
cartoonist because commissions come via 
the internet and cartoons can be delivered by 
email. A lot of cartoon-related events take 
place in London, though, so I’d be lying if I said 
living in Broadstairs is never an inconven¬ 
ience, especially when you get the midnight 
train home and hear those three words that 
send terror through your soul: ‘replacement 
bus service’. But being at the beach-hut with 
an ice-cream from Morelli’s makes up for it.

Who are your heroes?

Where do you see yourself in five years? 


A Hopefully selling more cartoons and not 
worrying about working in a recession. A 
regular slot in a high-profile newspaper is the 
dream. I’ll also be on the telly later this year as 
part of a team from the Professional Cartoon¬ 
ists’ Organisation who will be challenging the 
quiz experts on BBC2’s Eggheads.

'Well keep wonder 
carp safe from nuts'

AS Britain’s fishermen mourn 
the death of Benson the common 
carp, the country’s biggest carp of 
all is thriving in a Kent lake. 

Weighing in at a hefty 671b 14oz, Two 
Tone, as the mirror carp is known, continues 
to grow at Conningbrook Lake in Willes- 
borough. 

The world of angling has gone into shock 
after it emerged that Benson - who at 641b 
2oz was the country’s largest common carp - 
was possibly killed by the use of nuts as bait, 
which is as good as a lethal poison to carp. 

There is no such danger that Two Tone will 
meet a similar fate, said Chris Logsdon, the 
fisheries manager for Mid Kent Fisheries. 

He said: “Just 75 people a year are allowed 
to fish the Ashford lake Two Tone is in, and 
they have been monitored for about a year to 
ensure they are proper anglers before we 
allow them on there.” 

He said only those who are fanatical about 
the sport were allowed near the lake, and 
several of them had still not managed to 
hook Two Tone, despite years of trying. 

Chris, who runs 29 lakes in the South

East, said: “Some of them are spending thou¬ 
sands of pounds on their equipment in the 
hope of getting the big one. 

“But there’s about 30 acres of water and 
just 30 fish in there, so catching Two Tone is 
tough. 


“He has been hooked a few times, but he is 
good at not being caught, which just ramps 
up the challenge. 

“There is a lot of competition among them 
to catch the biggest and best fish, and so 
some of the fish become well known. 

“One guy has been trying to catch Two 
Tone for 15 years.” 

Benson died in what is called a day-ticket 
fishery, which means that anyone is allowed 
to take a chance at catching him. 

Chris said: “We don’t run things like that 
here. There are very strict controls and we 
don’t let just anyone fish here. 

“They need to be proper anglers who know 
what they are doing. 

“It preserves the environment and it 
keeps the fish in good condition. That is just 
the way I run things. The fish need to be pro¬ 
tected. 

“I am a chartered environmentalist and 
have been doing this for 30 years, and that’s 
why we have a good name around the coun¬ 
try. 

“The cost of a 301b carp is around £3,500, 
so this is big business. 

“If you don’t have a fish of 301b, no one is 
interested in fishing that lake. They only put 
on about two pounds a year. To have Two 
Tone, who is about 30 years old, is a bit of a 
freak of nature.” 


Stay healthy and 
safe this summer 

HEALTH bosses have launched a campaign to 
help people have fun and stay healthy during this 
summer. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent said that after 
last summer more than 2,500 sexually transmit¬ 
ted infections (STIs) were diagnosed in the area. 

In a bid to ensure travellers don’t bring back an 
unwanted souvenir from their summer holidays, 
top tips include buying a 
pack of condoms in addi¬ 
tion to your normal contra¬ 
ception and keeping them 
away from oil-based prod¬ 
ucts such as sun lotion, 
baby oil and lipstick. 

As well as advice about 
protecting yourself from 
STIs, the campaign also 
focuses on staying safe in 
the sun. 

The PCT said skin can¬ 
cer was one of the most 
common cancers in the 
UK and some 1,700 people 
were being treated for 
malignant melanoma and 
other skin cancers in east 
Kent. 

Advice is to use sunblocks or sunscreens of at 
least factor 15, ensure children are protected with 
factor 30 and babies with 50-plus. 

By using the NHS Choices website when deal¬ 
ing with health issues such as sunburn and wasp 
stings (www.nhs.co.uk), or by calling NHS Direct 
on 0845 46 47 you can receive the health advice 
you need 24 hours a day, Ms Andrews said.

They had the opportunity to get hands-on 
with the experiments, including solving the 
murder of Eddie Extortion, exploring foren¬ 
sic science, handling molecular slime and 
learning how the human body works. 

Additionally, the children watched a 60- 
minute innovative Forces Show, presented by 
science education experts Gareth Marshall 
and John Coad.

The show included demonstrations involv¬ 
ing rocket balloons and an explanation of the 
principal behind how planes fly, using a 
Styrofoam ball in a current of air.

It’s decision time for hare-coursing 
in Ireland. This is the month when, 
traditionally, the Minister for the 
Environment decides whether or 
not to allow another season of this 
legalised cruelty. 

His decision will relate specifically 
to the granting of a licence to the 
country’s coursing clubs allowing 
them to capture hares for use as live 
bait in coursing. 

If, as in previous years, the 
Department of the Environment 
opts to authorise the hare-netting, 
coursing events will again be staged 
from the end of September. 

At these, the hares will be forced 
to run from greyhounds in large 
wired enclosures, to escape through 
a narrow hatch... or be mauled, 
injured, killed, or tossed about like 
broken dolls - all for the purpose of 
fun and gambling. 

Many of the targeted hares will 
never see coursing day. 

They will die of injuries 
sustained while being netted or in 
the course of the unnatural captivity 
to which they are subjected. 

If, however, the minister withholds 
the hare-netting licence, there can 
be no coursing. Without hares to 
course, the baiting events would 
have to be cancelled. 

There are two factors that offer 
a glimmer of hope to the long- 
suffering hare. The first is the 
obvious fact that the Minister for 


the Environment, John Gormley, is 
leader of a party pledged to banning 
hare-coursing. 

The second factor is the Irish 
government’s official acceptance 
that the Irish Hare is now an 
endangered species. 

Hunting and coursing increase the 
mounting pressure on this gentle 
and inoffensive creature. 

We appeal to anyone who shares 
our view of hare-coursing to email 
the Irish Minister for the 
Environment, Mr Gormley, asking 
him to ban this horrible bloodsport.

SINCE the infernal credit crunch,

£925m plan to restart 
development projects 

THE Government has announced a 
£925 million initiative that could allow 
work to recommence on 270 stalled 
development projects across England. 

According to the Housing Minister 
John Healey, the scheme could get build¬ 
ing work on 22,400 homes back on track 
and create 20,000 jobs. 

Every region already has projects 
shortlisted under the Kickstart 
Programme, which forms part of Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown’s Housing 
Pledge. 

More than 8,600 of the homes created 
by the scheme will be for affordable rent 
or sale, with two-thirds built to a stan¬ 
dard above building regulations, in an 
attempt to cut C02 emissions and 
reduce energy bills for the families that 
live in them. 

More than a third of the funding will 
go to housing associations and slightly 
under one-fifth to support developers in 
the form of direct grants, but only where 
firms cannot obtain finance from other 
sources. 

In addition, the Government expects 
almost half the money to be repaid with¬ 
in five years. 

'Change of use'law not 
top news for landlords 

LANDLORDS already having to cope 
with legislation surrounding the rental 
market may find themselves hit with 
extra costs and work if Government pro¬ 
posals come into force. 

The housing market downturn has led 
to a proliferation of landlords who have 
arrived in the sector almost by default as 
homeowners who need to relocate, but 
are unable to sell, turn to the rental mar¬ 
ket for a solution. 

According to experts, ministers are 
proposing changes that will affect hous¬ 
es in multiple occupation, such as stu¬ 
dent accommodation. 

One is that a ‘change of use’ under plan¬ 
ning law could be required if the number 
of people occupying a rental property 
exceeds three unrelated individuals. 

The cost of obtaining the consent, plus 
the risk of a void period cropping up 
during the process, could therefore add 
to the burden of both amateur and pro¬ 
fessional landlords. 

The Residential Landlords Association 
has said it will fight the changes, which 
are aimed at preventing residential 
areas in certain cities becoming predom¬ 
inantly occupied by students.

PROPERTY lending reached a 14- 
month high in June, but is still far 
below traditionally normal levels, 
according to the latest figures 
revealed by Bank of England. 

And economic experts say the lack of 
finances available to would-be homebuyers is 
holding back the recovery in the market. 

The bank said mortgage approvals were up 
35.2 per cent on June last year at 47,584, but 
this figure represented only about half the pre¬ 
vious average figure of 93,400 monthly mort¬ 
gage approvals. 

And it is a sign that despite pent-up demand, 
property buyers are simply not able to access 
the finance they need, real estate experts warn. 

The whole issue of lack of finance is holding 
back a property sector revival, analysts believe. 

New figures from Nationwide, the UK’s 
largest building society, show that prices 
increased 1.3 per cent in July, the fourth 
increase in five months. 

Its chief economist Martin Gahbauer said 
that tight supply, pent-up demand and histor¬ 
ically low interest rates had been enough to 
produce a bounce in prices despite the econom¬ 
ic downturn and lack of finance. 

But questions remain over the stability of 
property prices and restrictive lending criteria 
still being used by banks. 

There is still a great deal of concern over the 
state of the economy and long-term employ¬ 
ment figures, suggesting growth in mortgage 
lending will be slow at best. 

“These figures are positive news, but it is 
still extremely difficult to arrange mortgage 
finance for the majority of prospective buyers. 

“Unless you have a sizeable deposit, a good 
salary, a safe job and a faultless credit history, 
you'll struggle to be accepted for a loan,” said 


AS housebuilding activity rises again with the 
market becoming more active Ward Homes 
is warning youngsters to stay away from 
construction sites during the school summer 
holidays. 

While areas where building work is going on 
can look like exciting places for children to 
play, they also pose serious dangers, said the 
housebuilder. 

“Youngsters are often on the lookout for 
somewhere new and exciting to play, but con¬ 
struction sites are not adventure play¬ 
grounds,” said John Reed, construction direc¬ 
tor for Ward Homes. 

“As the school holidays are with us again, it 
is important to remind children and their par¬ 
ents about the potential dangers of building 
sites and the need to stay away from them. 

“We have active sites across the region and

Paul Samter, economist at the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders, believes that any recovery 
will be slow and drawn out. 

He said: “The outlook is still sluggish as 
capacity constraints on the lending industry 
and continuing deterioration in the labour 
market will act as a brake on the pick up.” 

The latest figures from the Building Societies 
Association also indicate a slight improvement 
in lending. Its data shows that gross mortgage 


have recently started work on three new 
developments.

lending by building societies was just under £2 
billion in June, the highest level seen this year 
and up 30 per cent on May.

“Net lending is only a small fraction of the 
levels seen through 2008 and lending for 
house purchases remains about 50 per cent 
below the long-run average,” said Brian 
Morris, head of savings policy at the BSA.

Peugeot supermini style 
still attractive to buyers 


IT took time for Peugeot to hit the 
mark on superminis, but it has 
been on target ever since. 

The purple patch stretches back to the 1980s 
205, which became the best-selling Peugeot of 
all time during a 14-year run, only for the 
record to be smashed by its 206 successor. 

That car was only partially replaced by the 
207 tested here, continuing as a bargain base¬ 
ment alternative built in Slovakia. 

The bigger 207 wears its size well with sharp 
styling, a deep window line and huge sweeping 
headlamps. Not surprisingly, it is also roomier 
and more comfortable inside than the 206, 
even if the raked back cramps rear seating 
and headroom and costs some boot space, 
though the 60/40 split seats fold flat to create 
a van-like rear. 

The airy cabin was enhanced on the test car 
by the optional Cielo panoramic roof - a no- 
brainer really at £400 extra - and all this light 
falls on quality materials and an excellent 
dashboard layout far superior to the old 206’s. 

Extra audio controls are mounted on a wide 
stalk to the right of the steering column; obvi¬ 
ously cheaper than attaching them to the

wheel itself yet easily accessible whatever 
steering lock is applied. A lack of cabin 
stowage is the only real concern. 

Once on the move, you re-discover Peugeot’s 
forte in supermini chassis designs that consis¬ 
tently deliver a good drive with decent ride 
comfort. 

The 207 grips well and can be pressed hard, 
with well-controlled body roll on the comers. 

Engine choice runs from the lively 1.4-litre 
entry petrol engine - a better way into 207 
ownership than it appears - to mainstay 1.6- 
litre petrol variants and two similar capacity 
diesel line-ups. 

Our high level Sport spec test car had the 
1.6-litre HDi diesel unit in mid-range 90bhp 
output, which is a fine all-rounder (model 
price: £14,495). 

It can be a bit raucous when cold and under 
pressure, but there is plenty of pulling power 
for safer exiting of junctions or overtaking, 
though the five-speed gearbox feels vague. 

The 207 can look pricey, but has to be on any 
supermini shopping list and the current Verve 
special edition is a good deal from £12,040 
with alloys and air con as standard.

Spitfires fuelled 
up to make bid for 
Twenty20 record 

KENT Spitfires will attempt to make 
history this weekend as Rob Key’s men try 
to become the first team to reach three 
successive Twenty20 Cup finals. 

In recent years the Spitfires have estab¬ 
lished themselves as one of the country’s 
most consistent Twenty20 sides. 

They reached Saturday’s finals day at 
Edgbaston with a crushing 56-run victory 
over Durham at Canterbury last month.
